Those rootin’, tootin’ cowboy favorites of the silver| 
screen, Ken Maynard and Hoot Gibson, score another ten- 
strike in “Blazing Guns,” latest in their ‘Trail Blazer’ series 
of westerns that opened last night at the... Theater. 
This is no “formula western,” but a thoroughly enter- 
taining action picture based on a* — 


plausible, well executed plot. Pro- 
ducer-Director Robert Tansey turn- 
ed in a deft job of direction that 
keeps the story flowing smoothly 
and briskly to a smashing climax. 

‘Perhaps because they are screen 
veterans, or perhaps because they 
look, act and are real. cowhands, 
Maynard and Gibson always turn in 
bang-up acting performances. ‘“Blaz- 
ing Guns” is no exception. The two 
men are at their best as the hard 
riding, straight shooting cowboys 
who smash a rustling ring in a wild 
western town and save an innocent 
man from a mob hanging. 

Action of course is the keynote 
of any successful western picture, 
but in this one the “Trail Blazers” 
surpass themselves. The dynamic 
climax, in which Maynard, Gibson 
and a few friends barricade them- 
selves inside a building and fight 
off the attacking mob, has great 


production value and a _ sustained | 


suspense that is not matched in the 
ordinary western. 

The acting is fine in all depart- 
ments. Kay Forrester scores as 
Betty Baxter and LeRoy Mason 
turns in a creditable job as the 
villainous Duke Wade. Roy Brent 
and Lloyd Ingram also are featured 
in the cast. 

Frances Kavanaugh wrote the 
original story and screenplay, and 
Marcel Le Picard photographed the 
picture.

Ken Maynard and Hoot Gibson 
are planning a special award each 
year, in the memory of Will Rog- 
ers, Tom Mix and Buck Jones, to 
be given for the best western mo- 
tion picture of the year.

ern star. 

Although it has its pleasant mo- 
ments, an pays off for his 
stardom with countless hours of 
physical exercise necessary to keep 
him in top condition. In addition, 
he must constantly practice his rid- 
ing, roping and shooting so that he 
will not lose his touch and be out- 
classed by his always threatening 
competitors. 

Consider, for instance, the cases 
of Ken Maynard and Hoot Gibson, 
cowboy stars featured in Mono- 
gram’s “Blazing Guns” at the 
sie ye Saat Theater. 

All of the Maynard-Gibson series 
of “Trail Blazers” westerns feature 
riotous action, including plenty of 
spills, fighting and trick riding. 
Neither Maynard or Gibson could 
handle these violent assignments if

Solid Entertainment Reason 
Westerns Retain Popularity 


There’s an old adage in Hollywood that musical and 
gangster films may come and go, but that western pictures 


run along forever. 


That is a statement beyond dispute because Hollywood 
time and again has seen the gangster or musical productions 


run their cycles of a few months*¥* 


and then lose audience support. But 
since the first camera rolled in Hol- 
lywood the comedy dramas have 
continued to roll up steady, often- 
times sensational, grosses. 


There’s a reason for all this, of 
course, and Ken Maynard thinks 
he knows the answers. According to 
Maynard, featured with Hoot Gib- 
son in Monogram’s “Blazing Guns’ 
at the Theater, there 
really are two reasons. 


“In the first place, you must re- 
member that westerns are almost 
all solid entertainment,’ says May- 
nard. “The writers turn out scripts 
that are based entirely on action, 
with plenty of riding, shooting and 
‘chases.’

You'll be surprised at the results obtainable through the 
use of radio on this series ... reaching many of the folks who 
helped build the tremendous popularity of Ken and Hoot, and 
who've never forgotten them. 


DISPLAY OF GUNS 


Tie right in with the title “Blazing Guns” with an eye- 
catching display of firearms in the lobby. There’s bound to be 
a collector of guns somewhere in the community who'll co- 
operate. The ballistics department of the police may also be 
able to help. The bigger variety of shooting irons you get, the 
better. For an extra newspaper break, put a big value on the 
display and take out insurance on it. Another news possi- 


bility is the “disappearance” of one of the guns from your 
lobby.

SELLING WAR BONDS AND STAMPS! 


A bond booth in your lobby, staffed by volunteers at all busy hours, 
will help. Go a little further and stage an occasional bond rally in 
your theatre . . . a Heroes Night, a Bond Premiere, or some other 
enthusiastic, spirit-rousing afair. 


THE SCRAP DRIVE! 


The scrap drive to secure for Uncle Sam, old iron, copper, other met- 
als, and rubber, will continue for the duration. The COPPER DRIVE 
is most vital at this moment. (Get a Copper Drive press book from 
the War Activities Committee.) 


DISPLAY GOVERNMENT POSTERS! 


The Office of War Information and the Treasury Department are pro- 
ducing some fine posters these days. Have a permanent place in 
your lobby to display them. 


RUN GOVERNMENT SHORTS! 


The screen is a potent medium for informing our people of the im- 
mensity and complexity of this war. It is important for morale that 
they SEE what is being done, as well as read about it in the news- 
papers and listen to wordage on the air. Don’t sluff off these shorts 
90 percent of them are extremely entertaining and informative. 


HELP THE RED CROSS! 


The finest non-sectarian, non-political organization in the world is 
the American Red Cross. It is doing heroic work in saving the lives 
of our men the world over. Help the RED CROSS BLOOD DONOR 
drive by permitting nurses to take applications in your lobby. 


HELP TO RECRUIT WACS, WAVES, MARINES! 


Every woman who enters our country’s service means another man 
freed from desk duties and non-combatant work to add to our 
strength on the fighting fronts. Allow any one (or all) of these groups 
to recruit in your lobby. Arrange special stage stunts to bring them 
before your audiences. 


ASSIST IN CIVILIAN DEFENSE! 


Civilian Defense organizations are strictly voluntary. They need 
recruits . . . and they need funds. These organizations must be 
equipped to function effectively. If you are called upon to help, do so. 


VICTORY BOOK DRIVE! 


Imagine yourself alone in a strange city many miles from your home 
and book shelves, or passing the slow hours in a crowded transport 
heading for one of the theatres of war. Dull? Of course, but a good 
book would relieve the monotony. Help secure these books for the 
Victory Book Committee, which supplies canteens, service clubs, 
and ships, with books. Put a display in your lobby asking for books. 
Alongside, place a receptacle to receive these books. 


HONOR ROLLS IN LOBBIES! 


Erect theatre honor rolls dedicated to the local boys in service. Pa- 
trons leave the names and address of their relatives and friends in 
service. Build attractive board in lobby and have your sign shop 
print the names and addresses of the boys on insert cards, or di- 
rectly on the board. Honor rolls in theatre lobbies help to build 
morale. 


BE A LEADER IN ALL PATRIOTIC CAMPAIGNS! 


There's nothing so productive of good will as taking an ACTIVE 
part in all worth-while drives. Make your theatre outstanding as 
one of the motivating forces behind every campaign. You're a 
showman and far better equipped to make a lot of noise than the 
average merchant or professional man. If Uncle Sam asks for keys, 
get ‘em for him! If he wants old silk stockings for powder bags and 
parachutes, make it your business to find them. If a wave of ab- 
senteeism is affecting your war factories, give some tickets as prizes 
for 100 percent time-clock records.
